budget for the Allocation Board 
again etfecting 
cost savings for each unit. The 
County alone will save approxi- 
mately $3,000.00 over the 3 year 
term of the proposal, The fact 
that the preliminary budget 
must be drafted some 22 
months in advance -by each 
governmental unit leads to 
gross inefficiencies and inac- 
Curate cost estimates. 

Third. It places the deter- 
mination of the tax millage rate 
for each unit of government 
squarely where ‘it belongs, in 
the hands of tte voters who pay 
the taxes, and the millage rates 
cannot be increased except by 
their vote.

Proposal A, Separate Tax Limitetion—"Shall separate tax 
limitations be established for a period of three years or until altered 
by the voters of the county for the County of Crawford and the 
townships and school districts within the county. the eggregate of 
which shall not exceed 15.0 mills as follows: County of Crawford - 
6.5, Townships - 1.1, Intermediate School District - .3, School

The four state proposals will appear on the ballot as 
follows: 

Proposal A — "Proposed law to prohibit the use of non-return- 
able bottles and cans for soft drir:ks and beer; to require refundabie 
cash deposits for soft drink and beer containers, and to provide 
‘penalties for violation of the law.

PROPOSED BY-LAWS 
Grayling Youth Booster Club 


The Grayling Youth Booster Club is organized for the purpose 
of promoting the interest and welfare of the youths of Crawtord 
County, Michigan and has been incorporated as a non-profit 
corporation under the title of Grayling Youth Booster Cfub, Inc. its 
activity shail be non-partisan, non-sectional, non-sectarian, and 
shall not constitute assistance in, or influence of the appointing or 
electing of any candidate for public office. 

ARTICLE| — GENERAL DEFINITIONS 

Section 1. Subject to additional definitions contained in the 
subsequent articles of these By-laws which are applicable lo 
specific articles, and unless the context otherwise requires, the 
following definitions are intended: 

A. Grayling Youth Booster Ciub - The entire membership of the 
Grayling Youth Booster Club hereinafter referred to as Club. 

B. Board of Directors - The seventeen members of the Club 
elected as per Article hercin provided, to manage the affairs af the 
Club, and hereinafter referred to as Board. Where approval. 
appointment, authorization, assignment and other action by the 
Board is indicated, it shall be by the unanimous action of the Board 
unless otherwise provided. 

C. Entrance Fee - The Entrance Fee for any individual member 
shail be $5.00 which shall be payable upon the individual's request 
to become a member and includes the first years’ dues. The 
Entrance Fee requirements for any business or organization shall 
be the same as for an individual. 

D. Annual Dues - 

1. Any individual member may retain active membership in this 
organization hy payment of the annual dues of $2.00 upon 
notification by the Board that such fee is due. and if said member 


remains a member in good standing. 


2. Any business or organization may maintain a membership in 
the Club so long as they pay dues of $5.00 annually upon 
notitication by the Board that Such dues are payable, and further 
provided that they are a member in good standing.

Ail elected and appointed Directors and Officers of 
the Club are subject to removal from their elected or appointed 
position by majority vote of the Board. For purposes of this Section 
only, a “majority” will be that number of all directors less the 
number of director or directors. officer or officers who are the 
subject of the removal proceedings. 

ARTICLE X — COMMITTEES 

Section 1. The Board shall authorize coinmittees and shail 
define their powers and duties and shall be allowed to grant any 
committee. upon the recommendation of the finance committees, 2 
reasonable amount of money for spc prujects which are directed 
to furthoviny ine Club's purpose. 

A. The committees will prepare requests as needed, to be 
presented to the finance committee for its analysis and recom- 
mendation to the Board 

8. No committee shall exceed the request previously approved 
for that particular committee without the formal approval of a 
majority of the Board. 

Section 2. Standing Committees - Standing committees shall 
be appcinted by the President annually and shall consist of the 
following: 2 

A. Finance Committee. The finance committee shail be 
composed of seven members of the Board and any additional 
persons deomed necessary hy the committee with the concurrence 


ot the Board. Its duties shall be to receive aNd consider at any 
appropriate time requesis for monetary assistance made to the 
Club. The finance committee shall then review the requests and 
submit to the Board its recommendation, which recommendation 
may be approved, amendeu or rejected by the Board. 

B. Membership Committee. The membership committee shall 
be composed of as many members as necessary, including one 
member of the Board who shall act as Chairman. The membership 
committee shall have the duty of securing new members and 
distributing membership cards during the year. helping to maintain 
membership interest ana nammony, GuiieLitun Ul any GUS, Give 
stimulating ideas and suggestions for a more Successiul promotion 
of Club activities to the public as a whole. 

C Nominating Committee. Tre nominating cormmitiee shall 
consist of not less than three memhers of the Board who shall serve 
for a period of one year and whose duty it shall be to suggest no 
Jess than two nominees irom ii Ciub to fill any regular vacancy 
which will occur on the Board as the result of expiration of the term 
of office. Said committee shall file a list of nominees with the 
President not later than thirty days befare any election. In the event 
vacancies occur other than as the result of the expiration af a Board 
member's term in office, whether by death, inca:.acitating i!iness, 
resignation or otherwise. said vacancy shall be filled by the 
procedures outlined in Article Vil, Section 5 of these By-laws. 
Nomination other than those by the committee may be by any 
member at a regular Board meeting by filing. in writing, the “ame of 
the nominee with the Secretary, signed by not less than ten 
memners, intriy Gays vrivn iu ite sieciion. The Secretary shall thon 
cause to be printed in the loca! newspaper a copy of the balfot with 
the names of all nominees therein. 

D. Election Judges Committee. The election judges committee 
shall be composed of three members appointed by the Board. It 
shall include one member of the Board who is not an officer and 
two other members of the Club who are in good standing. It shall be 
the duty of the election judges to check all batlots and report the 
results of the election. In case of a tie. the results will be 
determined hy lot. 

ARTICLE Xi — DISBURSEMENTS 

Section 1. No disbursements of the Club funds shall be made 
without the approval and authorization of three fourths per cent of 
the Board present. 

ARTICLE Xl! — COMPENSATION 

Section 1. No Director or Officer shall receive or accept any 
compensation for services rendered in behalf af Cluh | Such 
compensation will be considered not in the best interest of the Club 
and shall be grounds for dismissal. 

ARTICLE XIll — CLUB PROPERTY 

Section 1. The Club may acquire, take by gift, devise or 
bequesi. real and personal property appropriate in the exercise of 
its power and general purpose. Title to such properties shall be 
taken in the name of the Grayling Youth Booster Club and shal! be 
acquired, accented. sold, mortgaged or conveyed by the President 
upon due authorization therefor by majority of the Board. 

Section 2: The organization is non-profit and aff its assets are 
pledged to charitable purposes. 

Section 3: Real and personal property will revert to the benefit 
of the city’s government body if the organization dissolves. 

ARTICLE XIV — OROER OF BUSINESS 

Section 1. The order of business at all regular meetings shall 

be as follows:

ARTICLE XV — AMENDMENTS 

Section 1, These By-laws may be amended, altered, or 
repealed by a two thirds vote of members present at any regular 
meeting or any special meeting called for that purpose, provided 
notice of the proposes changes and a notice of such meeting shal! 
have been published in the local media not less than ten days prior 
to such meeting.

Nobel Winner For Tax Plan

Just hours after he was 
named a Nobel Prize winner, 
economist Milton Friedman 
slammed the opponents of 
the state's tax-limitation a- 
mendment Thursday at Mi- 
chigan State University, call- 
ing their advertisements 
“scurrilous” and suggesting 
ee violate “truth in adver- 

‘The 64-year-old University 
of Chicago professor told 
reporters and economics stu- 
dents the vote on Proposa! C 
may have more impact on 
America’s future than who is 
elected president in Novem- 
ber. 

“This is one of the most 
important measures that A- 
merican voters will have to 
consider in the coming elec- 
tion,” said the feisty, dimi- 
nutive economist. 

Earlier Thursday, the Roy- 
al Caroline institute in Stock- 
holm announced 
that Friedman ‘will be pre- 
sented the Nobel Prize for 
economics and a $160,000 
cash award Dec. 10 in a 
ceremony in Stockholm. 

Friedman, who writes a 
column for Newsweek Maga- 
zine and dabbles in politics, 
reacted to the Nobel Prize 
news with characteristic 
coolness at the MSU press 
conference. 

“| hope my colfeagues will 
respect me more for my work 
and not for what seven 
people in Sweden said,” the 
economist said. There are 
seven members on the com- 
mittee that awarded the prize 
to Friedinaa. 

He added, however, ihat 
he will accept the prize and 
the award money in De- 
cember. “Sure, I'll accept the 
prize,” he told a questioner. 
“I'm an economist, after all.” 

He was not so charitable 
toward the opponents of 
Proposal C. The proposal 
would add a constitutional 
amendment thai stops state 
government trom spending 
more than 8.3 per cent of the 
total personal income of 
Michigan's citizens. 

Holding up one of the 
anti - tax - limitation pam- 
phlets, Friedman declared, 
“You can take any item out 
of'it at random and it is

He called the pamphlet a 
“scurrilous sheet.” 

The leading opponents of 
Proposal C, the “Michigan 
Taxpayers Voting No on 
Proposal C,” could not be 
reached for comment Thurs- 
day. 

But among other things, 
the opponents say the tax 
ceiling on state government 
will raise local property tax 
@S; Cur ald to tne agen, nina 
and deaf; slash school aid, 
eliminate property tax cred- 
its and lose federal funds for 
Michigan. 

“I'm surprised they didn't 
Say (it would) destroy mo- 
therhood and apple pie,” 
Friedman mocked 

“All you are doing,” the 
econamist explained - “is 
proposing that state govern- 
ment tive within a budget, 
just as every housewife lives 
within a budget.” 

He said there are two 
types of groups opposing 
the tax jimitation amend- 
ment - public employes, 
“who live at the trough of 
state spending,” and the 
League of Women Voters 
and the American Associa- 
tion of University Women. 

“Both of these organiza- 
tions," Friedman said, re- 
ferring to the League of Wo- 
men Voters and the univer- 
sity women’s group, “ ... 
havé for 50 years been In 
favor of bigger and bigger 
government.” 

The amendment seeks to 
curs growth of state govern- 
ment by restricting its’ 
spending powers. If the state 
collected more than 8.3 per 
cent of the total personal 
income of its citizens under 
Proposal C, the difference 
must be refunued througi: 
the state income tax the next 
year. 

Although the two sides in 
the referendum differ on the 
exact amount, the state is 
currently spending close to 
the 8.3 ceiling now. 

“Personally ..." Friedman 
told the MSU gathering, “t 
think the 8.3 percent is 
probably far more than it is 
appropriate to spend ... 
What is being proposed here 
is an extremely affluent bud- 
get.

Superintendent’s Corner 


(By Fraser Dean] 

From time to time I've been advised that protesting too 

much makes rather dull reading and doesn’t give adequate 

coverage to some of the more positive things that are going 
on. Unfortunately, protesting becomes an occupational 
hazard for most superintendents given the current set of 
circumstances (financial) that most schools find themselves 
in. Most of us are preoccupied with improving public 
understanding and jucusing attention on who the eal 
culprits are. 

For awhile, at least, I'm going to feave matters of school 
finance alone and discuss some of the other issues, 
programs, and items of interest that the schools are involved 
in. 

The recently published Eighth Annual Survey of the 
Public's Attitudes toward Public Schools sporisored by 
Gallup Poll and Kettering Foundation offers some 
‘interesting conclusions. Among these were: 

A. When asked to pick possible causes for the 
nationwide drop in achievement test scores, parents tnosi 
often pointed to fess parent attention, concern and 
supervision of the child, thus taking much of the blame 
ihemseives, rather than placing the resnonsibility solely 
with the schoois. 

B. 75% of the parents surveyed favored having an 
opportunity to take courses themseives offered” at 
convenient times that would enable them to heip their 
children in school. 


C. 90% of the people surveved eynressed a willingness 


to serve on citizen advisory committees appointed by the 
school board-to deal with discipline, athletics, textbooks, 
curriculum, finance, etc. 

D. The national survey ranked the top problems faced by 
‘schools according to the public's perception of them. The 
top three in descending order are: . 

1. Discipline 

2. Integration/Segregation 

3. Lack of proper financial support

This is the first in a series of articles designed to bring 
you closer to Grayling High School. Each week this column 
will focus on a course, program, teacher or other aspect of 
the Grayling High Schoo) curriculum. As always, you are 
invited to visit Grayling High School to observe any 
programs described in this column or to discuss questions 
or ideas with school personnel. Please call in advance and 
check in at the general office when you arrive. This week the 
focus is on Consumer Education. 

Consumer Education as a course required for 
graduation was developed as a direct result of the 18 year oid 
age of majority. Whereas seniors graduating when 21 was 
the age of majority had three years to wait to become legal 
adults and totally responsible for themselves, today most all 
seniors are legal adults when they graduate. This change 
placed a new burden on schools. The relevant burden 
preparing graduates with adequate useful financial survival 
ed Because of the important course contents, students 
must perform satisfactory work in this course before they 
can graduate. 

The Consumer Education class is a required one 
semester class for seniors. The purpose of the class is to 
udents of situations thev are likely to encounter as 
agult'c consume ars and io give them ivels lo handle consumer 
problems effectively. 

Topics covered to date this fall are the individual 
consumer, . advertising, laws protecting the consumer, 
private organizations aiding tiie Consumes, fraud, Jegal help 
for the consumer, contracts, and warranties. A two week 
unit on jobs is in progress. Mr. Fred Stanley and Mr. Phil 
Wills from COOR are presenting materials involving job 
applications, personal data sheets and/or resumes, tips for 
job hunting and job interviews. 

Units to be covered in the remainder of this semester are 
banking and money management. credit and installment 
buying, -purchasing automobiles and tires, purchasing 
insurance (autemobile, health, life and property). 

Guest speakers are invited to the classroom to talk to 
the students on the various lopics we cover in class. Local 
business people help to contribute valuable consumer ideas 
and suggestions that are not found in textbooks. 

Consumer Education is taught by Gayle Prause. Gayle 
has been teaching at Gray!ing High School for six years and 
is vocationally certified to teach business subjects and is 
also certified in the Bioloay-Health telds.

He found the net 
savings of electricity in 
Oregon during the first year 
of the bottle bill was enough 
to provide the home heating 
needs of acity of 46,000. - 

It is also apparent that 
new jobs would be created 
out of passage of proposal 
“A” in areas such as truck- 
ing, warehousing and retail- 
ing.

The cost of returnables is 
spread over many uses: the 
cost of non - returnabies is 
absorbed in one usé.”

TREASURER 


In theory, the British plan 
for a three-pronged invasion 
of the West in 1780 promised 
an end to American in- 
fluence in that region, But 
when carried out, it pro- 
duced only frustration, futl- 
lity and failure. 

The way it was laid out on 
paper, General John Camp- 
bell would lead an army and 
fleet up the Mississippi from 
its mouth while another 
force would descend the 
tiver from the north, captur- 
ing the Spanish post of St. 
Louis en route to a tinkuo 
with Campbell. Meanwhile, 
another expedition from De- 
trnit would strike George 
Rogers Clark's important 
base at the Falls of the Ohio. 

In reality, it didn’t come 
off that way. Campbell never 
got started on his mission. 
Rather than leading the 
expedition up the Mississip- 
pi, he surrendered Pensacola 
to a Spanish army that also 
conquered Manchac, Baton 
Rouge, Matchez and Mobile. 
Captain Henry Bird, who was 
assigned the task of moving 
against Clark’s post at the 
Falls of the Ohio (now 
Louisville), started out with 
a large number of Indians. 
However, he was unable to 
control them and ended up 
attacking a couple of com- 
paratively insignificant Ken- 
tucky settlements — Rud- 
dle's and Martin's stations 
~ rather than the base at the 
Ohio falls. 

The assault from the north 
went more according to plan 
~— until the invaders reached 
St. Louis, a village of abuut 
120 houses and a population 
of 800. 

Prarie du Chien, then a 
trading center and now a 
Wisconsin city near the 
junction of the “Wisconsin 
and Mississippi rivers, was 
the rendezvous point for the 
expedition, The man who 
was in charge was Emanuel 
Hesse, a British trader who 
assembled Fox, Menominee, 
Sauk and Winnebago Indians 
at the portage of the Fox and 
Wisconsin rivers and then 
Gescrae: the Wisconsin 
Chien. “AL that point they 
were met by a band of Sioux 
Indians from the Lake Su- 
perior region under the lead- 
ership of Chief Wabashaw 
and 4 pariy of Chippewa ied 
by Matchekewis. With the 
tank of general and wearing 
the red coat and epaulets of 
a British officer, he was in 
charge of all Indians parti- 
cipating in the assault. 
Meanwhiie Charles Lang- 
lade, a trader with consider- 
able influence amona the 
Wisconsin tribes, gathered a 
force of Indians and traders 
ait Chicago and headec to- 
ward St. Louis by way of the 
Illinois River. While these 
units moved toward their 
target. a band of Ottawa

Indians started into the 
plains of southern Illinois to 
cut off any possible assist- 
ance for the Mississippi 
settlements from Vincennes. 

As the main force moved 
south from Prairie du Chien 
it captured at the mouth of 
Turkey River an American 
trader and Creole crew with a 
barge loaded with provi- 
sions. At the lead mines near 
present-day Galena, Ili., 17 
prisoners were taken and a 
shipment of 50 tons of lead 
ore was blocked. 

But the Spanish and Am- 
ericans had learned of the 
inreatened assault on St. 
Louis and the nearby Illinois 
country settlements on the 
east side of the Mississippi. 
Thus, by the time the attack- 
ers affived ai St. Louis on 
May 26, defenses had been 
erected — including a plat- 
form with five cannons on it 
at one end of the town. With 
this unexpected resistance, 
the invaders succeeded only 
in burning some cabins on 
the outskirts of the village 
ang killing about a dozen 
persons. Frustrated at St. 
Louis, several of the Indians 
scattered across the sur- 
rounding couniryside and 
wreaked havoc on farmers. A 
small detachment crossed 
the Mississippi to attack 
Cahokia put was simiiarly 
unsuccessful. 

George Rogers Clark had 
arrived at Cahokia the day 
before the attack, and it is 
believed that knowledge of 
his presence in the region 
orompied the hasty with- 
drawal of the invaders after 
their rather feeble attempts 
to attain their objective. 
Most of them retreated ra- 
pidly, reversing the routes 
they had previously taken. 
Some went up the Mississtp- 
pi and others up the Hlinois.

Milis is in Grayling to 


demonstrate his diamond- 
cutting skills at Davis Jew- 
elery, downtown Grayling, at 
the clock on October 29th 
and 30th, Friday and Satur- 
day from 11 to 9 Friday and 
10 to 5:30 Saturday. 

Is the job as nerve-wrack- 
ing as it is often described? 

“Let me put it this way: 
The guy who cleaved one of 
the world’s largest diamonds 
took two taps with his 
hammer and fainted dead 
away,” Mills said, grinning. 

While he has seen dia- 
monds shatter during the 
cutting process, Mills said 
many so-called “mistakes” 
can be salvaged by simply 
cutting them into smalier 
stones. 

Nevada School 

Mills is a graduate of the 
American Schoo! of Diamond 
Cutting in Gardenerville, 
Nev. 

“As far as | know, that’s 
the only school where you 
can learn diamond cutting,” 
he said. “Most of the trade is 
centered in New York. where 
itis a family tradition passed 
on from father to son.” 

Mills studied at the school 
for two years before invest- 
ing in his own equipment 
and becoming a free-lance 
cutter. 

He has no desire to go to 
New York, he said, “despite 
the fact that probably 90 
per cent of the fine jewelry 
made in the U.S. comes from 
there because that’s where 
the European craftsmen first 
settled. 

“Most cutters in New York 
work on production lines 
where one man will finish 
one part of the diamond and 
it is passed on to the next 
man who will do another part 
of the work." 

Mills likes the idea of 
taking a rough stone from 
stari io fir by f 
Tang and Dops 

Mills’ tools include a cast 
iron wheel, a wooden tang 
{pronounced tongue), which 
holds the adjustable copper 
wire upon which the dops 
rest. Dops are designed to 
hold the diamond at different 
angles.

Diamond Cutter Utilizes Ancient Methods 


When the diamond is in 
position on the dop, Mills 
prepares the iron wheel with 
a sojution of olive oii and 
diamond dust. 

“The olive Of is the Carrier. 
li's the dust which does the 
cutting, since diamonds can 
only be cut by diamonds,” 
he explained. 

The wheel is motorized 
and spins at a rate of 2,500 
revolutions per minute. 

Diamond-cutting methods 
have remained virtually un- 
changed since ancient times, 
except for the invention of 
motorized wheels and cali- 
brated instruments, Miils 
said. 

“In olden times, cutters 
had women turn the wheel 
for them,” he said. 

Those Facets 

To cut a diamond, the 
cutter first evaluates the 
rough stone and then de- 
cides whether to shape it 
whole or cut it into different 
stones. 

“He wants to get the 
largest and most brilliant 
gem possible from that 
stone.” 

Next he puts in a “win- 
dow" facet, which aiiows 
him to look inside tiie dia- 
mond, further checking the 
quality and shape. 

Then comes the girdling 
process, using a lathe and 
an industrial diamond-tipped 
cutter with which he knocks 
off high spots and gives the 
diamond its basic finished 
shape, such as round, mar- 
quis, pear-shaped or emer- 
ald. 

Back at the wheel, the 
cutter blocks the diamond hy 
putting in nine facets in the 
top and nine in the bottom. 

The final process is known 
as brillianteering, putting in 
smaller facets on the block- 
ing facets to make the diam- 
ond more prismatic. 

Faceis must de smovih, 
since warped surfaces dis- 
tort tight rays. 

“Most round stones have 
58 facets, 33 on top and 25 
on the bottom, which is the 
accepted world standard and 
atlows the most light to 
reflect from the top of the 
stone,” Mills said. 

He estimated it would take 
him about one day to 
complete a single carat 
stone.

Alpena Nuclear Dump 


Kincheloe/Wurtsmith 


Fran Brouillette says, ‘‘It is typical of the insensitivity of big government to 
local problems that the Department of Defense's alternative to closing 
Kincineloe is to close another 11th district base, Wurtsmith. 

“Unemployment has increased from 73% to 19% in Chippewa Corinty 
since 1972. In losco County it has increased to 9%. Having so many people 
out of work is totally unacceptable in .tself, but to have the Department of 
Defense threaten the collapse of local economies alreedy weakened by 
cond tions of inflation and recession they héve no control over surpasses 
belief. 

“Strong measures must be taken immediataly to insure that the peopie of 
Chippewa or losco county do not pay the price of a decision they have little or 
no voice in. Either both bases must continue to pe a vital part of the 11th 
district economy, or the federal government, working with local people, 
must make good the economic and human cost of their discontinuation.” 


The northern Lower Peninsula is being considered by the Energy Research 
and.Development Administration of the federal government as a possible 
location for dumping nuclear waste. Fran Brouillette is opposed to this plan 
and belieyes the majority of residents in the area concur. 

He says, ‘Much sentiment opposing the proposed nuclear waste dumping 
has been expressed to me as! have campaigned in that portion of the 11th 
district.
